In response to the Official Action dated December 6, 2004, Applicants request 
reconsideration. 

All claims 1-51 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
WO 99/57819 in view of four alternative secondary references: Atarius, Ostberg, 
Hasegawa, or Flaig. These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

The '819 reference, connmonly assigned to Ericsson, fails to teach all of the 
features of the independent claims. For example, claim 1 recites "determining an 
adjustment signal to reduce the delay error taking into account a Doppler effect
